Washington, D. C, June 19.— UlJon 
being asked for some of hla views on 
general subjects before Congress, after 
being sworn into olBos, Sonator John- 
son N. Camden gave the following in- 
terview: 

"I am fresh from the soil, one of the 
few farmers in Congress, and, there 
fore, I know more about Jersey cattle 
than national legislation. However, 
even a farmer, aittlac tack and raad- 
hls papers, forms his >iews on thcMC 

topics. 

"1 ihlnk President Wilson haa hand- 
led this must dltOcult and perplexing 
Mexican queatlon with signal ability 
from a political, economic and hU' 
manltarian standpoint. If his media' 
tlon plan has a suocessful and practi' 
cal Issue it will In Itself cause him to 
take rank us one. of the very greateat 
of our Presidents. It will do more to 
esuildlsh world-wlfle peace, demonstrat 
Ing that international arbitration, or 
mediation, as a preventive of war is 
fetslble and practicable, and not a 
Utopian dream: and even if his wise 
and humane effort alonK the.si< lines 
should fall, he will have gained for 
the United States the confldence and 
good win of the' latin- American pe'>- 
pie. It is boUoved.and aa#srt«d by 
many that we were not roady for in- 
tervention or war; that our forces wore 
not on .1 war footing, and if this te 
true, then be has shown a masterly 
inactivity In narking time. 

"Meaioo Is tb« treasure house of tlie 
world, and American brains, energy 
and money will And flreater protection 
and lie upon a mure favored basis thes>s 
than ever before when the preaent dtf- 
llculty is straightened out." 

Trust Lfgitlation. 
"How about trust legislatlcjn ?" 
"There is no panic or deprcsHlon, but 
unmistakably the business of the coun- 
try la In a BtatO of mspension. The 
calamity howlora and partisan polittd- 
uns of the otiiar aide are beginning to 
come out with the old refMn thi^t 
bualneas always goes to smaah under a 
Democratic administration (the wish 
being fatheif to the thought) To show 
that this Is not true in the present In- 
stance but Is unfair and* unjtist there 
plainly made for political purposes, 
there are five different things which 
have befallen our country in the 
paHt year and a half, any one of which 
had It occurred aa shortly aa ten years 
ago almost certainly would have caus- 
ed a genuine panic 

"First— The great flood of the Mid- 
dle West and Ohio Valley, which en- 
tailed an enormous loss in the destruc- 
tion of property and suffering among 
the people of that Immense area. Then 
that was followed by the Balkin war, 
the financing of which caused the sell- 
ing abroad of hundreds of millions of 
our securities, which we had to buy tii 
a short space of time; tliat was follow 
ed quickly l)y the shocking revelations 
and exposure of the mad financing of 
the New York. New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad, where millions on mil- 
lions of the savings of the small Inves- 
tors were lost We all know that epen 
to talk of a tariff revision was suffici- 
ent In itself to cause a jiaiuc a few 
yeara back, yet following immediately 
upon a revision of the tariff downward 
came the profoundly disturbing and 
epoch-making arfd much-needed cur- 
rency reform 

"It speaks volumes, I think, for the 
Hftnity of the Aemrican people that 
lliey are ahle to face these great econ- 
omic, political and flnanclal disturb- 
ances a.H they have done. 

Two Big Factors. 
The banks of the entire country arc 
full of money, bi(t are loth to extend 
credit, neither is there any deaire to 
use it or to niake it active. There are 
doubtless several minor reasons, but 
the two big factors standing out as the 
immediate cause of the stagnation of 
business are the condltigns of the rall- 
waya and their demand for Increased 
freight rates, and second, the uncer- 
tainty of the scope and the' attitude of 
national legLslation toward business. 
Business is naturally very sensitive and 
it cannot but shrink and falter in the 
face of uncertainties; for Its growth 
and development It must have fixed and 
certain conditions. I think ^e busl- 
neaa of the country is In a state of ap- 
prehension, or fear, over the pending 
legislation. In spite of the fact that the 
President, on more than o!ie occa.sion, 
has reassured business, both big and 
little, that it has nothing to fear If 
properly conducted. As soon as this uta- 
certalnty which now prevails is clear- 
ed up, that is, as soon as the fk«lght 
rate question is decided by the Inter- 
state Coinnicii c l^ommlsslon, and Con- 
gress has clearly^ deflned what consti- 
tutes the proper and legitimate conduct 
of b)tslness, I predict that business will 
then quickly adjust Itself to the new 
condltion.s, an<l aided by tho bumper 
crops promised, the cosntry will en- 
joy the greatest era of prosporlty It 
has over known." 



WEST VIRGINIA 

BREAKS COAL RECORD. 



with a production in 1913 exceeding 
for the first time In Its history a total 
of 70,000,000 tuna. West Virginia be- 
came flrmly established as the 'second 
Ih rank among the coal-producing 
States. According to Rdward W. Par- 
ker, of the United States Ceoiogical 
Survey, the production in 1913 was 
71,808,982 tons, Hhowing a gain of 4,- 
522,1(06 short tuns, or nearly 7 per cent 
over the output of 1012 (6«,T86,687 
short tons), up to that time the record 
tonnage. The Increased |>roductlon 
was accompanied by a considerably 
larger gain In value, which showed an 
increuwe over 191;! of $9,079,931, or 
14.46 per oent. The value .of the output 
lit lOlS was $71,873,1(6. The average 
value per ton for the flrst time in 10 
years ^-xceeded $1. The production in- 
orea.sed in lOlS in spite of the facta 
that the labor troubles In the Paint 
Creek and Cabi.i Creek districts of 
the Kanawha field, which began In the 
early part of 1S12, were not aottled 
until well Into the spring of lOlt, and 
that the unprecedented floods In the 
Ohio Valley in the spring reduced 
shipments to the West for a consider- 
able length of tirne. A few of the 
mines that were closed by the strike 
were not reopened during 1911, and 
the total production from the two dis- 
tricts affected was much below the 
normal output. The increased pro- 
duction was well distributed over the 
State, there eing but three counties 
out of thirty where decreases were 
Shown. 

Coal Shipped Outside of State for 
Coke Making. 

Of the total Increase of over 4,600,- 
000 tons, the Increase In the '^luantity 
of coal made Into coke in Itlt was 
only 75,585 tons, indicating that coke 
making in the State fell relatively be- 
Itlnd. This does not mean, however, 
ifiat less coke is being made from 
West Virginia coal. Large quantities 
dt West Virginia coal are made into 
obke In ovens (principally of the re- 
tort type) located outside of the State, 
And in 1913 the coal shipped from West 
Virginia mines for coking at distant 
ovens was about twiqe as much aa 
that used for the same purpose in the 
Stato. 

Notwithstanding the ln<»eased pro- 
duction and improved prices In 1913, 
the year was not a ujttisfactory one to 
the operators, and the situation has 
been described as feverish. The labor 
difltculties were foDowed by an inves- 
tigation by a committee from the Fed- 
Mai Senate, and when the State legis- 
lature met in January nearly fifty bills 
(most of which the operators consid- 
ered prejudicial to the Industry) were 
introduced and some of them became 
lawa. One of the bills, not in itself of 
the prejudicial class, was a wortanen's 
compensation bill, enacted in February 
which provided that 1 per cent of the 
pay rolls should lie paid Into the com- 
pensation fund, 90 per oent by the 
employers and 10 per oont by tho em- 
ployees. 

Prohibition of intoxicants. 

During the year an amendment to 
the eonstltution of the State was 
adopted, which provides for the. pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors after July 1, 
1914. This is expected to result in 
the e.xoduH of some of the rainer.s, i*ut 
the operators are hopeful of replacing 
the deserters with a bettor olasa of 
labor, and It Is believed that the im- 
proved accident record of 1918 will be 
continued with even better results af- 
ter the State-wide prohibition goes 
into effect. 

According to the Bureau of Mines, 
the number of fatal accidents In the 
coal mines of West Virginia showed a 
decreaao of 28, from 369 in 19l:i to 337 
in lOlt, although there was an in- 
crease of nearly 10 per cent in the 
num'ber of men employed. Labor 
troubles caused the loss of 377,405 
working days, or an average of -48 
days for 8,800 men Idle.

Three Person Arrested for Alleged 
CnspifMir ii This Cue. 



Late on Wednesday night, June 17, 
Alfred Dtngman, of Ashland, was 
found oh a porch In Russell, weak and 
fainting from loss of blood, having 
been shot in two places. After he had 
revived Dingman told his story. He 
said that ,MoH<- Crock, J. .laclt.'^oii ;ind 
Norman Bay and he had boarded a 
freight train for a ride to Russell and 
that they Intended to retunf to Ash-, 
land on an east bound train. Just as 
the tfaln wits passing the brick plant 
a short distance below Ashland, Nor- 
man Bay drew a gun and shot Ding- 
man without cause. Following the 
shooting the other two and Bay jums- 
ed off the t|Wn and ran. Two of the 
shots took effect on Dlngman and he 
clung to the train In desperation until 
he became so w^k that he could not 
hold out any longer. Then he h t him- 
self fall from the train and made his 
way to the home of Mr. Carter. 

He was taken to the Kings' Daugh- 
ters' hospital In^Ashland and there he 
la now resting easily though both of 
the bullets have not yet been located. 

The wounds are not rcKarded as ser- 
ious and the greatest danger comes 
from the loss of blood to the man. 
One of the ahots took effect In the left 
knee and the other one In the right 
arm and the chest 

The Ashland Independent of June 
22nd had the followlsg: 

"Developments came thick and fast 
last Bight m the OMO of Alfred Ding- 
man, who was shot and serlousl:^ 
wounded Wednesday night, 'While rid- 
ing on a C. ft O. freight train Just be- 
low Ashland, and before 10 o'clock the 
authorities had a signed confession 
out of Norman Bays that he had shot 
Dlagman 'upon request of M. F. Bor- 
ders, who, .he iMld, promlbed him 
$4,0(0 U liia Ulled Dlngman, and that 
several previous attempt* had been 
made to kill Dlngman, who carried a 
heavy life insurance; had a signed 
<K>nfeaaion from John Jackson «nd 
Mese Brock that they had witnessed 
the shooting, and had Bays, Jackson, 
Brock, M. F. Borders, MnUaM. F. Bor- 
ders and Arthur B<NU»itBt *U Mlfk b«^ 
hind the bars. Bays on a charge of 
shooting Dlngman with Intent to kill 
and the others on a charge of advising 
and conspiring with Bays to take 
Dlngman's life." 

Borders is held jn default of ball in 
the sum of ft.OOO and will be taken to 
Greenup county Jail, upon the state- 
ment of Boyd county jailer DeBoard 
that it is not possible under present 
conditions to keep Borders from con- 
versing with the other Inmates. 

Borders Is a aon of the late Squire 
Henry Borders, who lived on the left 
fork of Georges Creek, near Ulysses, 
this coimly. His wife is a daughter 
of Robert (Dick) Young, also of 
Georges Creek. . •

SEVENTEEN-YEAR LOCUSTS 

DUE AGAIN THIS YEAR. 



The J7-year locust, last seen in 1897, 
is due to reappear this year, ac(»rdlng 
to a late bulletin sent out by the State 
Agrtcu\tural Experiment Statkin at 
Lexingtoh, Warning fanners and fruit 
growers. The 17-year locust Is harm- 
ful because in the warm state It, Uvea 
by sucking sap out of the roots of 
trees and shrubbery and when the 
eggs are laid, trees and plants oh 
which they are deposited die. The lo- 
cust Is the longest lived Insect known 
to scientists. Seventeen years ago the 
eggs from which this year's crop of 
locust will be hatched were laid on 
trees and shrubbery. Tho eggs, after 
three weeks, develop Into worms, 
which dropped from the trees and 
burrowed Into the ground where they 
have lived since 1897 preying on the 
rcjot.s of trees. During this month the 
forms are expected to re-appear and 
will develop Into locust

Louisville, Ky., June 20.— Dan Dan- 
iels, 14 years old, of WUlard, Ky„ came 
to grief here this afternoon after a 
two days' tour of the wholesale dis- 
trict, in which time he flUed in 84,000 
worth of bank checks that bad been 
signed by his uncle, K. W. Fv^'ld, a 
merchant at Yerkes, Ky.
